Woodford Said to Be Worn By Long 


Strain—Both Men High in Respect 


of Ranchers. 


The resignation of B. A. Woodford 


as general manager of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange was accept- 
ed Wednesday by the directors, and G. 
Harold Powell, manager of the Citrus 
Protective League, was selected to the 
position. The change of management, 
it was announced, will take place at 
an early date. 


The notice prepared by President 


F. Q. Story of the exchange says that 
Woodford resigned on account of ill 
health. It is also announced that the 
resignation was reluctantly accepted 
and that the indorsement oE Powell 
by the board was .unanimous. 


While it is not officially announced, 


dealers outside the exchange call at- 
tention to the resignation of George 
Charters, general eastern agent of the 
exchange, as an. incident having bear- 
ing on the situation here. 


Charters, it is understood, expected 


to be appointed to Woodford's place, 
and half the directors favor,ed him. 
The other half were for Powell, and 
several .ineetld: Jmd 
.held .to 


While rieithtfr President Story nor 


any of the directors will admit tnat a 
"situation" existed, reports from out- 
side sources are that Powell is a 
Woodford man in that he will carry 
out the Woodford policies of market- 
ng fruit. 


The California Fruit Growers' Ex- 


change comprises sixty per cent of 
the citrus fruit growers of Southern 
California. The exchange markets the 
fruit of the members and its policy 
is to make all sales in the eastern mar- 
ket. 


The California Fruit Growers' Ex- 


change is the largest cooperative or- 
ganization in the world. Its member- 
ship consists of 120 associations of 
growers and those associations are 
divided into sixteen exchanges. The 
general manager supervises the sale 
of the citrus crops from approximate- 
ly 100,000 acres. His salary is ? 12,000 
a yc-ar. 


Woodford has been general manager 


eight years. 
Powell has been manag- 


er of the Citrus Protective League a 
year and a half. The league com,. rises 
ninety per cent of all the growers and 
handles all questions which have to 
do with the public policy of the grow- 
ers, such as railroad rates, tariff, etc. 
Before assuming management of the 
league Powell was acting chief of 
the bureau of plant industry of the 
United States. 
He has been recog- 


nized as the chief authority on citrus 
fruit statistics and the science of cit- 
rus growing. The league board of di- 
rectors has not yet decided upon his 
successor, but announces that the posi- 
tion will remain vacant for some time. 


•Manager W. M. Griswold of the Co- 


vina Fruit Exchange, in commenting 
yesterday on the resignation of Gen- 
eral Manager B. A. Woodford of the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
said : 


"Mr. 
Woodford has fought hard for 


the upbuilding of the Exchange. He 
lias been through many a difficult bat- 
tle and has won all his fights for pro- 
gress. The Exchange is losing the 
guidance of 
an exceptionally 
good 


man through the resignation of Mr. 
Wt>odf'ord. The Exchange is also ex- 
tremely fortunate in having a man of 
Mr. Powell's calibre to name in Mr. 
Woodford's place." 


In talking with Covina growers who 


are in touch with the situation, the 
Argus finds that theiv is a very gen- 
eral satisfaction in the choice of Air. 
Powell, and the .urowers feel confidant 
that lie will carry out die t-Mirieiil and 
progressive work of the ristiring man- 
ager.

Incorporation Comes to Geo. Griffiths 


Ranch—New City Trustee Is 


Appointed. 


Louis Harris, a rancher and well- 


known young business man was ap- 
pointed at a meeting of the Covina 
city council this week to succeed R. 
A. Welch, who resigned as city trus- 
tee. Mr. Harris was sworn in at the 
meeting on Tuesday evening. [The 
board now consists of C. S. Beardsley, 
chairman; ,1. N. Wilson, W. P. Watts, 
F. H. Fabrick,. and Louis Harris. By 
virtue of his long service on many 
boards of directors and his well-known 
business ability, Mr. Beardsley was 
chosen by his fellow-members to oc- 
cupy the position of mayor of the city. 


Attorney A. M. Pence, who was 


elected city clerk at the election, was 
appointed by the trustees to the posi- 
tion of city attorney, an office which 
he has filled efficiently in past years. 
J. J. Saunders was reappointed night 
watchman, and will also hold the posi- 
tion of city marshal. He is also the 
constable of Covina township. 


At a special meeting, held on Wed- 


nesday night, the city trustees took 
action concerning the sewer outfall, 
•vhichv is^ja. project proposed by an In- 


dena, Alhanjbr^.fP^rab'ha, iand 'other 
cities, to place a sewer main^down the 
San Gabriel river to the />cean, for 
the use of the cities of the San Ga- 
briel valley. The Covina city trustees 
voted to abandon the project of es- 
tablishing a sewer farm on the south 
of the city, where the city has prop- 
erty purchased for that purpose. Res- 
olutions were adopted, stating that, 
in view of this fact, the city of Covina 
must look elsewhere for its sewer 
outfall. 
The resolutions carried an 


agreement to stand the proportionate 
expense of the preliminary survey to 
be made for the San Gabriel river out- 
fall. 


Permanent offices have been secur- 


ed with Engineer Olmstead in the 
Wright & Callender building in Los 
Angeles, where the work of prepar- 
ing maps and specifications is being 
done. It is understood that the pre- 
liminary expense will abount to from 
$!"> to $20 per month as Covina's 
share. The city trustees have gone on 
record as favoring the preliminary in- 
vestigation. 


As a result of the proposed estab- 


lishment of a sewer farm on the south 
of Covina, a petition has been circu- 
lated among the property-holders on 
the south, asking them to submit to 
an incorporation of the territory in 
what is to be known as the city of 
Puente. 
Under the misapprehension 


that the city of Covina tnrended to es- 
tablish a sewer farm in the district, 
many property-holders signed the pe- 
tition. The proposed lines of the new 
city of Puente are run to the south 
line of Arroyo Drlre, which is the 
south line of the ranch of George Grif- 
fiths, and which takes a large portion 
of the Covina citrus district. 
Many 


ranch owners in that district are in- 
dignant at the attempt made by Pu- 
ente 
to incorporate this territory, 


which will make the Puente incorpora- 
tion nearly six miles square. The pro- 
posed lines of the incorporation were 
printed in a notice of intention, which 
appeared in the Los Angeles Journal 
this week, a paper devoted to county 
legal notices. A determined fight is 
being made by ranchers on the south 
of Covina against this proposed incor- 
poration. 
The 
city of Puente will, 


under this proposal, take in not only 
a large citrus district, but the whole 
of the territory known as West Co- 
vina, where 
fiOOO acres of walnuts 


have been planted, and where the Co- 
vina school district has built a school- 
house and has directed the school af- 
fairs of (he district.

This was at Malmaison in 1802. In 


May the conseil d'etat was invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. It was ridi 
culed by many, notably by Moreuu, 
who as victor of Hohenlinden was bit- 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party he sent for his cook 
and said to him in the presence of his 
guests: "Michel, I am pleased 
with 


your dinner. 
Yon have indeed distin- 


guished yourself. 
I will award you a 


saucepan of honor." 
Mme. de Stael 


was also satirical upon the subject. 
"Ah, one of the decorated?" she used 
to ask each guest who was shown into 
her salon. 


But Napoleon had gauged human na- 


ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 


did meet a felt want, and it was defi- 
nitely inaugurated on July 1-1, 1SO-1. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed were included Laplace, 
the mathematician; Lalande, the as- 
tronomer; Cuvier, the naturalist, and 
Legouvc. the poet. 
The most notable 


name omitted was that of Bernardin 
de St. Pierre, just then in disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na- 
puleou had banished, but he got the 
decoration Inter on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 


After Napoleon's downfall the ques- 


tion of suppressing the Legion of Hon- 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo- 
leon had not decorated, strongly urged 
its abolition. 
So did Puzzo di Borgo. 


Marshals Victor, Marmont and Mac- 
donald opposed. 
After debate it was 


decided to recognize and retain the or- 
der, not o'n any high moral oV patriotic 
grounds, but because Louis XVIII. 
could not afford to make himself more 
unpopular than he was already by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and Lamartine consent- 
ed to accept the red ribbon, but it was 
also conferred upon a great number of 
worthless personages and so brought

There have been many Legion of 


Honor scandals since those dnys, but 
one of them surpasses all the others in 
magnitude. 
This is, of course, the 


Wilson scandal, the history of which, 
though intricate, is worth recalling. 


The trouble may be said to have be- 


gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
Grevy fell in love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned here. 
He 


wanted to marry her, and she wanted 
to marry him, and the papers were be- 
ginning to couple the two names in a 
manner most embarrassing to the pres- 
ident of the republic. The president, 
however, sent the opera siuger about 
his business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus- 
band, but the best husband he could 
procure on the spur of the moment. 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson, 
who had long been one of M. Grevy's 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 


No sooner was M. Wilson establish- 


ed at the Elysee than he proceeded to 
enrich 
himself 
by 
various 
means. 


Among other things he founded a pa- 
per called Le Mouiteur de I'Exposition 
Uuiverselle, which really covered a 
traffic iu decorations. Tbe whole story 
came out in a state trial toward the 
end of 1887. it was proved that Wil- 
sou had made a regular practice of 
selling tbe Legion of Honor, or, rather, 
of inviting people who wanted it to 
bribe him to use bis influence to obtain 
it for them. 
His overtures were pre- 


sented through bis jackals. Generals 
d'Audlan and Cafferel and Mines. Li- 
mousin and Itutazzi. and the whole 
party had to stand in the dock to- 
gether. 


Wilson was sentenced to two years' 


imprisonment, a fine of 3.0OO francs 
and five years' deprivation of civil 
rights. 
He appealed, and the court of 


cassation annulled the judgment. Tbe 
accused, said tbe judges, was obvious- 
ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged with, but us his onVnsos were 
not antlcipaicd by any p u n i t i v e law 
he could not by punished.

Cleveland's Political Foe Won After 


His Friends Had Failed. 


Soon after Mr, Cleveland entered the 


White House in 188.". Vice President 
Hendricks died at his homo in Indian 
apolis, and the president made ar- 
rangements to attend the 
funeral. 


Many of his social intimates and all 
his official advisers united in an cu'ort 
to dissuade him from making this 
twenty hour journey, enlarging on the 
manifold riuks of rail travel at all 
times and the special opportunity this 
would offer some fanatic to assassinate 
him. But he remained immovable nu- 
ll within a few hours of the time set 
'or closing up his business he received 
an unexpected call from Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont. 


Mr. Edmunds was the leader of the 


Republican side of the senate and was 
understood to have in preparation sev- 
eral measures of opposition to the an- 
nounced policies of the new adminis- 
xation. But he was also and above all 
else an American citizen and a patriot, 
and his visit to his political foe wag 
made in that character. In a conver- 
ation of less than half an hour, in 
which he drew the curtain over all dif- 
ferences 
and disregarded all empty 


formalities of intercourse, he laid be- 
fore the president in the clear terms 
and logical order in which he knew so 
well how to express himself the larger 
aspects of the situation. 


As the presidential succession law 


then stood the speaker of the house 
of representatives stood next • in line 
to the vice president, and next to him 
came the president pro tempore of tho 
senate. The house not having organiz- 
ed since the inauguration, no speaker 
had been elected, and. llie senate hav- 
ing failed at its special session to 
choose a president pro tempore to 
serve during the recess, only one life— 
that of the president himself—stood be- 
tween the nation and administrative 
anarchy; hence, argued Mr. Edmunds, 
it was Mr. Cleveland's duty to forego 
every other consideration and invite 
no chances of throwing upon the coun- 
try they both loved a strain such as it 
had never been subjected to before. 


The writer of these lines was seated 


in the next room while this visit was 
in progress, and he will never forget 
the president's expression of satisfac- 
tion on coming out of his office after 
the senator had gone. He gave orders 
at once that all preparations for his 
Journey should be suspended and de- 
clared that nothing that had occurred 
since he entered the White House had 
so touched him as the kind solicitude 
shown by Mr. Edmunds about his ex- 
posing himself to any peril now. The 
others who had reasoned with him on 
the subject were men who were pre- 
sumptively friendly and whose chief 
anxiety seemed to be lest he should 
suffer some injury to his individual 
person or fortunes. 
But here was a 


man who, as fair as politics was con- 
cerned, was a hostile of hostiles. yet 
who. appealed to him in behalf of the 
American people and their govern- 
ment. 


"That settled it," Mr. .Cleveland con- 


cluded as he turned to go back to his 
office. 
"After 
what 
Edmunds said 


there qpn be no further question of 
where my highest obligation lies."—

tendencies of tin- motion picture show, lo! the picture-houses begin 
to show a scries of finely-costumed stories from the old testament, 
bringing to the minds of youth a clearer idea of these 
1 old and myth- 


ical bible tales t h a n the patient Sunday-school teacher has been able 
to do.

Another Example of 


Works Without Faith 


Four years ago,—to be exact, in Feb- 


ruary^ 1908—Theodore Roosevelt was 
finishing the last year of his second 
term 
as 
President of the United 


States. John D. Works was not then 
a United States senator. He had not 
been innoculated with the virus of 
political ambition. Judge Works was 
a private citizen at the time, and a 
former associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of California, who, as a 
student of current events, painted a 
word 
picture 
of 
Colonel Roosevelt, 


which for fidelity, and as a remarka- 
ble study of detail, is worthy of read- 
ing. 


After reciting the details that had 


placed President 
Roosevelt 
at 
the 


head of the nation, Senator Works 
wrote these words of the then Presi- 
dent: "The domination and control of 
the legislative departments of govern- 
ment, serious as it is, is of infinitely 
less consequence than the intimida- 
tion of the judiciary. 


DEFENDED THE COURTS. 


"It is no idle saying that the judi- 


ciary is the great bulwark of human 
liberty, protector of individual rights, 
and the preserver of our most sacred 
institutions." 
The federal judiciary 


stands pre-eminent 
for intelligence, 


fearless honesty and integrity and ju- 
dicial knowledge. There may be some 
individual exceptions, but they are 
rare and few in number. If reports 
be true the president has denounced 
in unmeasured terms at least one fed- 
eral judge for differing with his views 
of the law and its enforcement. By so 
doing he has made to publicly known 
that all judges so differing with his 
views would fall under his displeasure. 
!No one would be found to intimate 
that the president would purposely in- 
terfere with, the due administration of 
justice, or attempt to intimidate a ju- 
dicial officer in the performance of 
his duties. Nevertheless the open de- 
nunciation of the judicial act of one 
judge for a decision rendered by him. 
is calculated, to influence his action if 
the question should come before him 
again, and would be well calculated to 
influence other judges in the perfor- 
mance of similar duties in the result 
of which the president is known to be 
interested. 


"This tendency of the president to 


denounce those who do not agree with 
•his has led him into many indiscre- 
tions, and his arbitrary methods, his 
lack of restraint and determination 
to have his own way have 'made him 
a conspicuous example of the danger 
to our institntions if unchecked, and 
uncontrolled power, intended to bring 
both the legislative and judicial de- 
partments into his way of thinking and 
thus accomplish his ends. 


ROOSEVELT SADLY LACKING. 
"The thing that seemed at the out- 


set of Mr. Roosevelt's career as pres- 
ident to appeal to public favor, was 
his .fearless independence. 
It is a 


quality much to be commended, and a 
necessary qualification for the high of- 
fice. But it must be accompanied by 
clear judgment, due caution, conser- 


" vatism and strict integrity. In some 


of these the president has shown him- 
self to be sadly lacking. If he set his 
mind upon a 
certain 
course 
he 


thrown caution and discretion to the 


winds. . It must be so in his estima- 
tion, if he wills it to be so. Congress

The "fake sample" shoe store has 


been a curious development of lat- 
ter-day shoe selling. The statement 
is made, "from $30,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 worth of shoes are sold an- 
nually under false pretenses in this 
country as "samples," or with false 
names, or with grossly exaggerated 
price stamps on the soles. A price 
stamp] means nothing to some 
stores." 


The truth is, all sample shoes are 


practically made in a single size and 
width. The sample in men's shoes 
is a No. 7, width C. In women's 
shoes the sample is a "4-B". There- 
fore a "sample" shoe that is offered 
in a men's 8>or 9, or in fact anything 
else but a 7-C, is twenty chances to 
one a fraud—probably a cheap shoe 
made to sell at a low price. Of 
course, genuine sample shoes are 
sold occasionally/ and by reputable 
dealers; but alleged "samples" in all 
sizes in men's or women's shoes may 
be set down as frauds.
